Aa regards the Government's 
atlitude on the general question of 
wireless telegraphs—he could 
make no statement in advance .of 
the .reporta from the» Imperial 
Wireless Conference which only on 
Monday received tho proposals for 
the merger of tho Eastern Tele- 
graph and the Marconi Companies. 

But as to the attitude of the 
Government towards wireless’ in 
Great Britain, he thought it right 
to say that the Government, while 
prepared to join in discussing 
measures for a working orrange- 
ment with the amalgamated 
Eastern Telegraph and Marconi 
Companies, was not. committed 
even in principle, and reserved 
freedom of action in regard to any 
proposals for the transfer to the 
combine of the operation.and con- 
trof of the Imperial Wireless Ser- 
vice at present administered. by 
the Government.—British Wireloes.

HONGKONG WELCOMES

MORE BOATS COMING. | 


Hongkong extended a hearty 
welcome to part of the. .United 
States Asiatic Fleot which arrived 
from Manila‘at cight o'clock this 
morning, when the flagship Pitts-' 
burg, with Rear-Admiral Mark L.

S. Beaver, with 
a division of six submarines. Cap- 
tain Blakely commands the Paul 
Jones, With Commander R. 8. Culp 
ns ofiicer in charge of the subma- 
rines. Mrs, Bristol, wife of the 
Commander-in-Chief, also‘ arrived 
there by passenger liner.

I would now like.to refer. to 
the Nursing Home. At last year’s 
annual meeting of ratepayers the 
to com- 
mence a Municipal Nuraing Home 
in the Hongkong ‘Bank, Building. 
Conditions, however, ‘during the 
year changed and, on the advice 
of the Medica) Officer of Health, a 
Nursing Home was started in the 
Victoria Hotel. During the year, 
the Home worked. very effictontly 
and filled a great need whilat in 
addition it can be said to ihave 
cost ratepayers less. than a homo 
in, the Hongkong Bank building 
would have done, The Nursing 
Home fs a self-contained unit, with 
two . private wards and also a 
ward nvith three beds; operating 


theatre, nurses ‘quarters, kitchen. 


If you will refer to the special 
Nursing Home account you will 
see that a.aum of $3,585, had to 
be paid out of the rates, but the 
fact remains that thia Institution 
is essential ¢o the welfare of the 
Concession and cannot be Jooked 
upon a8 a-source of revenue. For 
many yoars, the ratepayers were 
called upon to pay the Canton 
Hospital in the neighbourhood of 
$4,600 annually for the upkeep of 
two wards, whereas to-day we have 
an efficient Home on the Conces- 
sion at leas ‘expenditure. Dr. 
Reynolds haa put ‘in a great 
amount of good work st the 
Nursing Home and I am sure you 
will concur with me in expressing 
thanks for the very efficient work 
of the institution. 


Tho Budget. , 


Turning to the accounts, owing 
to adverse conditions prevailing in’ 
1926, the Counci] for that year 
wore quite unable to estimate as 
they could have wished the 
revenue and oxpenditure for 1927 
and you will sec that both have 
deen exceeded in an equal propor- 
tion to each other. Certain works 
have been necessary which were 
not included in the Budget but the 
expendituré in this direction has 
beon:amply offactby the increased 
revenue.

but not seditious, as -well as 
seventy-nine pamphlets, ‘which 
were distinctly seditious in parts. 

Sentence ‘of three months’ hard 
labour was imposed by his Wor- 
ship. 

In_ connexion with the raid on 
No. 7, Cross, Street, a man and a 
woman were also charged, but the 
evidence offered by the police was 
such that the Magistrate was not 
satisfied that the defendants were 
in actual possession of the, docu- 
ments, They were accordingly 
discharged.

1918, He has served in all, classes 
of ships: of the U,-S. Navy on all 
the chief stations of the world. He 
was on board the battleship Texas 
at the Battle of Santiago and also 
served throughout the Spanish- 
American War. He has been close. 
ly connected with the development 
of modem gunnery in the U. S. 
Navy and of torpedoes and aircraft,
